T^ refers to the increase of 
Aramco’s production from 8.S milUon 
BPD during the first three months of 1 979 
to 9.5 zmllf^ BPD for the remainder of 
die year to of^t the diortfall caused by 
die Iranian revolution. 

Aramco's reserves are contained in a 
220,000-square-kilomeier area in the 
Eastern Province, consisting of six 
“ retained areas. " All but two of the 47 
discovered fields, and alt of the fields cur- 
. rently in production, are in retained area 
no .1, the largest of the six. Proven gas 
reserves were estimated at 65.861 billion 
standard cubic feet, and probable gas 
reserves at 1 14,473 billion standard cubic 
feet. Five land seismic refiection parties 
explored year-round in two ^ the 
retained areas, four in retained area no. 1 
and the other in retained area no .5. 

Aramco conqileted 107 development 
wells offshore and onshore during 1979. 
Of these, 47 were oil product wells, 39 
were for water and gas-product injection, 
and 21 were for observatiorLTbirty-seveo 
expl(^toiy wells and 43 shaOow utility 
weQ^^re also drilled. At Yeaxqmend, 
Ara^iro was operating 1 6 onshore drilling 
rig&and 11 onshore workover rigs. Off- 
shore. -company had five drifting ri^ 
and two workover rigs active. 

Aramco m jected an avera^ of 11 .8 mil- 
tibn barrels a day of bracldsh water into 
fields where the pressure was declining. A 
g gnifian t portion of that was drawn from 
the Qutf and treated at the plant at 
Qura^ab. (^.^mpleted »*i 1978, the 
Ourayyah plant is the largest seawater 
treating fadlity in the worid. The plant has 
substantially reduced Aramco's depeih 
denoe on saline aqmfcr water for injec- 
tion, and several more like it are planxied. 

In 1979, Aramco had 58 gas-oil separa- 
tion plants, or GOSPS, boA onshore and 
offshore. In the Khurais field, three 
55J300 BPO GOSPS were under con- 
sCructioo. Abqaiti’s Go^3, destroyed by 
a fire in 1978, was rebuilt within nine 
mouths. Other additions were being made 
to 25 GOSPS in the Southern area as part 
of Saudi Arabia's gas gatbering program.

This 
jsumaWy applies to accommodation at 
lie of the delux. five star hotels in the Red 
a dty, because if s quite possible to spend 
s than that and still stay at f^fiy decent 
tels in some of the country s dries, 
rhe most expensive dty named in the sur- 
y of hotel accommodations was London at 
37 45 for a one night stay followed by 
ankfim at $ 1 54. 1 9. Other dries listed show- 
Sts in Paris at $152.26. Brussels, $148.04 
d Abu DhaW, $ 1 38.70. Hie cheapest hotel 
sts found in the survey were in Casablanca 
$75.45 per night. . . 

Businessintematioaal 's 1980 Worldwide 
ifvey of Executive Uving Costs shows 
flation differeotials cxchanp rates have 
4 iised a realignment in the relative cost o

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worid. The most expensive dty in the worid is 
no longer in Japan or Europe. Lagos, Nigeria 
t^us tile top poatioa this year with an index 
of 133.5 (New York is the base at lOOj. 
Tokyo, which had long held the dubious dis- 
tinction cf being number one, is now ranked 
second with an index of 130. 

TheBI report says Europe's most expen- 
sive dty is still ZuriA (126) but its roarginhas 
been considerably reduced because of Swit- 
zerlancTs relatively low inflation rate. 
Geneva ( 1 23) ranked third last year, has now 
moved to the eighth position in worldwide 
r anki ngs and Buenos Aires — once the least 
expensive dty in die survey is now sli^dy 
higher than New York, with an index of 102. 

The ten most expensive cities in the world 
are Lagos, 133.5; Tokyo, 132; Douala 
(Cameroun) 130.5: Zurich. 126: Abidjan. 
125: Vienna. 124.7; Oslo, 124: Geneva, 123; 
London 1 22; and Stockholm 121. 

Business liuematimial cautions that not too 
much importance should be gjven to the rank- 
ings themselves, since small changes in 
exchange rates can radically alter the order- 
ing of die dries, particularly in view of the 
differences between them. This year’s sur\-ey 
sfaou^ that the spread between the most 
expensive dty and the least expensive has not 
increased but has. in facx, nam>wed consider- 
ably. Top ranking Lagos is only 2.17 times as 
cosdy as the least expensive dty. Lima, Peru 
(49). Last year the difference between the 
two extremes showed Tokyo about four times 
as cosily as Lima. 

The Bl survey, designed primarily for use 
by companies compensatiag expatriate ^r- 
sonnel. is formulated so that any of the dries 
surveyed may be set as the home base (— 
100). with costs elsewhere measured against 
^at standard. Wfdi New York as the base, 
the 1979 survey showed 26 "bargain dries” 
(those falling below the 100 oo the index). 
This year, that number has increased to 49 as 
a result of the rapid increases in the U.S. 
consumer price index.

Trade curbs 
‘no surprise,’ 
Iran claims 

TEHRAN, May 18 (Agencies) — The 
European Economic Community’s second 
round of sanctions against Iran over the con- 
tinued detention of American hostages 
attracted little response from ofijcial cirdes 
here. President Abolhassan Bani-Sadr. is on 
an iniqiectioQ trip to the Abbas region in the 
south of the countty. and Foreign Minister 
Sadegh Ghodizadeh is participating in the 
conference of Islamic countries in Islamabad. 

The first official sanctions against Iran, 
announced Sunday by the EEC foreign 
ministers at Naples, received scant recogni- 
tion by Oil Afinister Ah Akbar Moinfar, 
whose agency is respousible for Iran's princi- 
pal source of revenue. 

The sanctiems. Moinfar said, "no surprise" 
and "would have no impact on Iran. Only the 
Western economies wiU pay the price for the 
dedsioa.*' He said Iran had taken every pre^ 
caudcHi to limit the impact of the oine com- 
mon market countries action, induding (he 
effect of a boycott of Iran by European 
banks. Moinfar attacked the EEC countries 
for what he called their '"feudaT' depen- 
dence oo the Arab slates. 

The sanctions are e^qiected to cover all 
contracts between EEC countries and Iran 
except those involving food and medicine 
signed after November 4 last year, when the 
U.S. Embassy in Tehran was seized. 

Contracts signed before then are likely to 
remain in force, acconfing to the smiroes. 

The sanction deciaon was not likely to 
have as much effect on Iran as an embargo on 
all contracts now in force between the EEC 
countries and Iran. The nine did not appar- 
ently want to apply measures which might 
seriously worsen the situation and damage 
any chances of the hostages being released. 

Israeli planes sweep 
over scene of shelling 

BEIRUT, May 18 (R) — Israeli war planes 
criss-crosse(i the sides over southern Leba- 
non. the scene of a two-day round of artiUeiy 
exchanges in which six persons were reported 
to have died. 

The aircraft appeared to be on reconnais- 
sance missions and no fresh military action 
was reported. On Saniiday. a Palestinian 
raflitary spokesman said that Israeli gunboats 
had bombarded a 16-kUometer stretch of 
coast between the port of Sidon and the vil- 
lage of Sarafand after oightfrtil. However, 
there were no reports of casualites. 

The night action came after heavy artiDeiy 
exchanges between Palestinian commandos 
and gun emplacements in a strip of border 
territory controlled by Lebanese array 
renegade Maj. Saad Haddad, whose mititia 
are armed, financed and supplied Ity Israel. 


begin new 
settlements 

TEL AVT\\ May 18 (R> — Israel Sunday 
began building bouses for a new Jesvish set- 
tlement near the town of Jericho in the 
Occupied West Bank even though the 
families that were to live in them said they 
would refuse to move there, Jewish Agency 
sources said. 

An ofiidal in the Jewish Agency Settle- 
ment Department, which is responsible for 
the planning and setting up of Israeli settle- 
ments in ocoipied lands, said Sunday that 
bouses were t^ing built for the settlement 
Vwd Jericho, about five kilometers from 
the Arab town. 

The settlement was the second of six that 
would eventually surround Jericho, he said. 

The settlement is being built for families 
from another Jewish settlement nearby. 

Settlers at the ouq>ost. Mitzn Jericho are 
divided into two groups Emunim (faction) 
movement and the other consisting of non- 
rei^ous Jews. 

'Members of the non-religious group, who 
demonstrated outside the prime minister's 
office in Jerusalem Sunday, said they were 
being thrown out of Mitzn Jericho by Gush 
Emunim. 

Hie Jewish Agency official said the Israeli 
government had decided six months ago that 
^e groups should be separated and the non- 
religious settlers be brought to Vered 
Jericho. 

Israel's policy of settling the West Bank has 
met worldwide condemnation with the 
United States repeatedly describing the set- 
tlements as illeg^ and an obstacle to p^ce. 

It has become major stumbling block in the 
negotiations with Egypt and the U.S. on 
Palestinian autonomy. 

Last week Israel released its settlement 
plan for the next three years, according to 
wfaidi a further 29 settlements are to be 
established on the West Bank. 

!*. another development Israeli military 
authorities Sunday e^d a round-the-tlock 
curfew imposed earlier this month on the 
West Bank town of Hebron after a Palesti- 
nian commando attack on the Jewish settlers. 
The cuifew will now be in force only at nigbt. 

But as Arabs resumed normal i^ytime life 
in Hebron, the Israelis placed a full curfew on 
part of another West Bank town. Bethlehem, 
where a fire bomb was thrown Saturday night 
at a security patrol.

ISLAMABAD. May IS — The llth 
Islamic foreign ministers' conference heard a 
Pakistani proposal Sunday to create a collec- 
tive security system for the Muslim world. 

Pakistan's draft resolution emphasizes the 
strengthening of collective security through 
economic, political and military defense 
cooperation rather than a military bloc of 
Islamic countries. Pakistani President Zia- 
ui-Haq clarified earlier remarks on the plan 
by saying the proposal does not intend to put 
the anned forces of Islamic countries under a 
single command or to commit aggression 
against any state. 

Delegates to the session have given their 
unanimous approval to the agenda prepared 
by the Offid^s Committee, agreeing that the 
main issues confronting the Islamic world 
relate to Palestine and Jerusalem. Afghanis- 
tan, Iran, and the question of security for the 
Islamic states. Conference spokesman Cas- 
sem Zuheiri told news reporters that all 
delegations share the view that these issues 
are linked with the policies of the two super- 
powers trying to impose their will on smaller 
nations and exploit the resources of the 
strategic Middle East region. 


Capital increase 
asked for IDB

ISLAMABAD. May 18 •— A Sunday 
meeting of the Islamic foreign ministers' 
ecoQonuc committee heard a proposal by 
Saudi Arabia that the Islamic Develops 
ment Bank' s capital be raised by one third. 

The proposal, which was accepted by 
the comminee for reference to the plenary 
session, asked for an increase in thenar 
value of a share of the bank's capital stock 
from 10.000 Islamicdinars to 15.000. The 
value of the Islamic dinar, a unit of 
account in the bank, is equivalent to one 
SDR. or spedal drawing right of the 
International Monetary fiuxl. The bank's 
subscribed capita] is 780 million Islamic 
dinars, payable in freely convertible cur- 
rency acceptable to the bank.

Ike closes down in Beirut

BEIRUT. May 28 (AP) — One casu- 
alty of the post-dvO war chaos in Lebanon 
is the country’s , sole English-language 
daily newspaper Ike, which eclipsed Sun- 
day. 

'The three-year-old new^aper’s Iasi 
issue lamented the dire conditions in the 
country, perristing more than 40 months 
after the 1 9-month sectarian conflict was 
smothered tty a Syrian military interven- 
tion in the summer of 1976. 

Lawlessness prevails and hopes that the 
divided nation would bea| its deep wounds 
in the foreseeable firture have waned, the 
paper said in a message to its readers. 

"Three years later, (after the civil war). 
Lebanon remains dKided. its leaders show 
tittle indinaiion to bury the hatchet and 
start anew." the editor. Fawaz Najia. 
complained in the same message." Leba- 
non's friends around the world, taking 
flieir cue from the Lebanese themselves, 
are demoastratiog marked reluctance to 
come to its aid. Its executive and legisla- 
tive authorities continue to stand power- 
less before the chaos that has made the 
outlaws of Lebanon its rulers." 

An Arab diplomat eulo^cdlke ’s sus- 
pension as the "epitome of Lebanon's 


chronic sodivpolidcal paralysis." 

"7710 only English-language newspaper 
in Lebanon has .succumb^ to the fate of 
its forerunner, the late Dtmly Star, which 
closed during the d/il war." the diplomat 
said "with the death of newspaper in our 
region, a luminous candle is extinguished 
and more darkness prevails." 

The rivil war had claimed more than 
40.000 lives, left about 120.000 wounded 
an crippled the economy which once was 
the center of Middle East banking and 
free-wheeling mercantilism. 

/be, aa Arrseniao term meaning dawn, 
was the latest casualty in Lebanese mibul- 
em newspapering in five years. Before iL 
the Arabtc-language d^ies al -Hayat, 
al -Moharrer, Beirut, and others were 
either bombed out of existence or too 
scared to continue appearing.

ad -Dostoar magazines shifted their offices 
from Beirut to London in the wake of the 
civil strife. Ike *s eclipse was caused 
mainly by financial hazards. 

After operating at a loss for three years, 
Ike has chosen between suspending publi- 
cation and rinancial sponsorship." Najia 
wrote. "Since financial ^onsorship would 
inevitably mean an end to objective 
reporting, we have opted for suspension." 


The crowded 1 0 1 item agenda was referred 
to four committees dealing with political, 
economic, cultural and financial affairs for 
disciission and later presentation of draft 
resolutions for the full conference to con- 
sider. TTiere was an air of compromise among 
delegates in the conference lobby, who 
appear to be trying to reach agreement where 
divergent views exist. 

The effort to find a common ground is 
being helped along by Saudi Arabia and 
Pakistan, countries whose prestige is being 
used to ensure cooperation and practical 
remedies instead of simple condemnation of 
the superpowers. 

In fact, the leader of the PLO delegation 
was criticized Sunday by some segments of 
the Pakistani media for claiming that Soviet 
intervention in .Afghanistan is being exa^er- 
ated. Other delegates who share his views 
have been cautious in their public statements. 
There is also a mood of extreme concern 
among some delegates over increasing U.S.- • 
Iranian tension and the buildup of American 
naval forces in the Gulf area. The Arabian 
Culfstate.<> have been lobbyingfora declara- 
tion naming the Gulf as a "zone of peace." 
and their discussions are expected to be 
shaped into a resolution within the coming 
days. 

Foreign Minister Prince Saud Al- Faisal has 
also shown a keen interest in defusiiig U.S.- 
Iranian tensions that he said have"tremend- 
ous implications" for the Gulf region. Prince 
Saud recalicd the guidelines laid down at the 
January session for resolving the hostage 
crisis. He told reporters the conference w^l 
review the implementation and progress of 
decisions made at the January session. 

The Afghanistan problem moved into the 
spotlight Subday when five leaders of the 
Afghan freedom fighters attended the ple- 
nary session us Iranian delegates. After stay- 
ing inside the conference hall for more than 
an hour, the five came out wearing Iranian 
badges. The Political Committee, one of the 
four major comnittecs set up at morning ses- 
sions. is blicveii likely to hear the .A^han 
leaders when the Afghanistan’ question 
comes up for discussion. 

A spokesman for the Islamic Alliance for 
the Liberation of Afghanistan, which was 
formed last January. thanJeed the Iranian 
sovemmenr for the hospitality extended to 
tile five leaders, but said the alliance will con- 
tinue to insisr on observer status at the con- 
ference. since it represents the people of 
Afghanistan. The Afghan leaders were 
escorted into the conference hall and to a 
meeting of the Political Committee by Iran's 
Foreign Minister. Sadegh Ghotbzadeb. 

In afternoon sessions, the committee 
beaded by Pakistan's ambassador to China 
discussed two draft resolutions tabled by 
Syria and the PLO, and a diplomatic offen- 
sive against Israeli efforts to change the status 
of Jerusalem was being given the final 
touches. 

Diplomatic circles were also aitaching 
importance to the meeting of Iran's foreign 
minister Ghotbzadeh with President Zia- 
ul-Haq. It is the first contact between the two 
neighbors since the American military opera- 
tion in Iran last month. After the meeting 
Ohotbzadeh told Pakistan television that he 
was satisfied with Pakistan's response to the 
present crisis in the region and that he hopes 
the two countries can plan an important role 
in “frustrating the super power (^jectives in 
the region." He said it is imperative to agree 
on total elimination of the superpowers from 
the region, adding that regional states must 
also ensure that their territory is not used by 
any foreign power. 

Unlike the Afghanistn question, for w'hich 
the conference may be setting up a standing 
committee to work out a political solution . ,’/ 
observers do not expect the conference to'/ 
make much headway io resolving the prev/ 
longed hostage crisis during the conference 
Iran is said to be expecting stronger suppy 
from the conference for its efforts against) 
United States, especially after recent An/ 
can efforts there* that shocked the Is/ 
world. 


France, Russia hold summit 


WARSAW. May J8 (R) — French Presi- 
dent Valery Giscard (fEstaing arrived Sun- 
day night for talks with Soviet Pre^dent 
Leonid Brezhenev w4ucb both leaders hope 
to achieve a breakthrough io East- West rela- 
tions. 

The surprise meeiing is the first between 
the Kremlin duef and tiie leader of a key 
West European state since Soviet troops 
entered Af^aaistan last December. 

European Economic Community ministers 
meeting in Naples were officially mum on the 
rumored thre^way summit. But privately, 
several mimsters expressed dspieasure with 
France's decision to go ahead with ^e meet- 
ing. 

The ministers complained that France did 
not inform them of ic decision beforehand. 
The French are acting without EEC 
approval, they said. 

The French president was accompanied by 
his foreign minister. FianooB Poncet Soviet 
leader Leonid Brezhnev, makiag hh trip 
abroad in under two weeks, had lefr Moscow 
earlier and was due to arrive in Warsaw. 

Foreign Minister Andrei Gromyko arrived 
an hour after Giscard d’&taing. 


Official Folisb sources bad earlier indi- 
cated that the French and Soviet presidents 
would begin talks Sunday.

JEDDAH. May IS (SPA) The govern- 
mental achievement of redudng the Infiarinn 
»te to 9.2 per cent in 1979 will be reduced 
mrtfaer to eight per cent during the current 
Cnaiiciai year, the Minister of Hnance and 
National Eccmomy said. 

^ She^ Muhammad Aba Al Kbail said. 
“Thfa is remarkable for a country like Saudi 
Arabia where public spending is on sudi a big 
scale and which imports most of its goods and 
services.” The rate of inflation rose steeply at 
tile begioiung of the second five-year 
development plan, but the government step- 
ped in to the situation. “I think this is 

an uuhcation of the load of healthy grovMh 
tiiat we achieved.” Al Khail said. 

In addition, the finance minister said the 
anticipated rate of economic growth for the 
current year will be between 14 and 15 per 
cent 

In order to promote growth, Al Khail said 
the Sandi E^tc Development Fund 
gave SR33 billion to 154.568 borrowers, 
vdiile the Saudi Industrial Development 
Fui^gavcSRl J 37 million to 589 borrowers 
to invest in industry. Loans to electricity 
companies amounted to SR20 billion. 

”Durs is a large country and there arc 
many things to be done since we need to build 


and develop a Jot of services — unlike the 
advanced countries where most of the baric 
needs have already been fulfiUedr he added. 

Speaking the Kingdom’s priorities, he 
said the second plan took care to provide the 
infrastructure services of roads, pons, tele- 
communications. The current plan will attend 
to services that directly ^ect the people — 
a^)halting roads in vSlages, providing water 
networks, ^'ells, clinics and hospitals. "This 
trend will go on for a few years until these 
services have been provided," be said. 

Ibe new budget has created 1 5,000 clerical 
jobs and 90.000 labor poritions. Aba Al 
Khail criticized the private sector for not 
doing enou^ in the country, and he appealed 
to the companies to invest their money inside, 
rather than outside the country. 

in addition to the dedine in inflationary 
gap, the two factors that have made a positive 
contribution on the inflation front are the 
removal of bottieoecls and a freer flow of 
goods due to improved infrastructure 
facilities, as well as greater competition in the 
markets. However, the factor that has acted 
counter to the Govemmenf s efforts of bring- 
ing down prices was the rise of 12.8 per cent 
in the International Monetary Funtfs U.S. 
dollar import price index, which in spite of an

Even in the midst of fiourishipg coo- 
stniction activity tiiroughout the counti/ s 
various sectors, we are actu^y in need of 
expatriate labor to help implement 
develqiment plans. In view of critical 
manpower situatioa, we imported large 
numbers for our projects. Consequently, 
the Mlnistzy of ^e Interior opened an 
expatriate manpower recruitment office 
to fadlitate tbe procedure. 

The task of this office ends when the 
e^qiatriate arrives in the Kingdom and his 
responsibility then rests on other 
autiiorities. But many workers desert their 
emplc^ers before the expiration of the 
contract either because of a low salary or 
an increasing work load. 

Although the expatriate worker desires 
to stay and work in this country, he fears 
being deported when he e)q>resses the 
wish to quit his sponsor. Consequently, he 
runs away, feeli^ certain he obtain a 
gainful elsewhere in the countiy. This 
happens mosdy as a result of the dtizen^ 
lack of a sense of responsibility toward tbe 
expatriate worker. It is, regrettaUe that 


most work without a permit, with no 
enquiries fr'om the employer about their 
bona fide status. 

Even more surprising is the tact tbat tbe 
citizen does not ask the laborer to produce 
his passport and residence permit, to 
ensure whether his stay is legal. If 
everyone of us becomes meticulous in this 
respect, it should be easy for us to discover 
very many of them working in the King- 
dom without being in possesrion of resi- 
dence and work pernuts. 

It is extremely necessary to lay down 
rules for alien labors, to prepare com- 
prehensive statistics about them and to 
study the labor market in order to have a 
dear picture of the extent of our needs. 
We have imported large .numbers of 
expatriates during the second-plan 
period, un min dful of quantity and qu^ty. 
A skilled worker is far better than 10 
unsidUed ones, and most of tiie expatriate 
manpower now available in the Kingdom 
are people with no qualification and 
e:q>erience. They are a burden on the 
counoy's economy while we are at the 
threshtrid of our third development plan. 
We are yet to see the Ministiy of Labor’s 
attitude toward this problem^

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Israel mulls 
deadlocked 
autonomy 
negotiations 

TEL AVIV. May 18 (AP) — Prune Minis- 
ter Menahem Begin's government met Sun- 
day to discuss s postpcoement of the 
Palestisian autonomy negotiatioDs. tmi took 
no new decisions while awaiting a letter from 
Egyptian President Anwar Sadat. 

A cabinet spokesman said Begin reported 
to his ministers on a tetter from President 
Jimmy Carter which mus written prior to 
Sadat* s announcement last week that he was 
temporarily suspending the talks. 

Mo details of Carter’s letter were revealed. 

*' The government is waiting for the letter 
from Egypt, ” cabinet spokesman Aifichael 
Nir told newsmen. Until it arrived, he said, 
there was “ nothing to do. " 

Nir repeated IsraePs position that a 
renewal of the talks, which face a May 26 
ta^eidate, would have to be determined*' in 
consultation with ail the parties. ” 

Israel's chief autonomy negotiator. 
Interior Minister Josef Buig. told Israel radio 
that Israel was “ always ready for negotia- 
tions. " 

“ Someone ^^’bo interrupted them,'" he 
said. *' is responsible also for commencing. " 

In Cairo, following separate meetings Sun- 
day with the American and Israeli ambas- 
sadors. Egyptian Foreign Minister Kamal 
Hassan AJi said itVvas " dear from the posi- 
tions of the three countries that there is a 
desire to continue" the stalled autonomy 
talks. 

Ali met with Israefs Ambassador Eliahu 
Ben Elissar to hand him a message from 
Sadat to Begin. The message outlines fresh

Sadat himself suspended May 8. 

The same message was sent to Carter three 
days ago. the daily Af AAram reported. 

While Ali did not tell reporters at the fore- 
ign ministry of the spedEcs of the message.4/ 
AAram described them as " detailed sugg^- 
tions Egypt wants Israel to go by. to create 
the suitable atmosphere for a resumption

But 
there's a desire on behalf of aJi three to 
resume and avoid all that may lead to cloud- 
ing of the atmosphere or laying obstades, " 
Ali said. 

Atherton told reporters the United States 
would like to see the talks *' resume as soon as 
it is possible. But obviously this has to be 
agreed among all three of those partidpat- 
ing. " 

Sadat suspended the year-old talks aimed 
at granting self-rule to die 1 .5 million Pales- 
liniaiis living in the occupied West Bank and 
Gaza Strip because of lack of progress. 

He told reporters on Friday diat Israel was 
undermining the negotiating atmo^here by 
its ^ressive measures in the West Bank, and 
by introducing a bill in parliament that would 
perpetuate Israeli control on East Jerusalem. 


Turkey raises sugar price by 62% 


ANiCARA, May 18 (I^ — Turkey has 
increased the coosumer price of sugar by up 
to 62 per cent, the state radio reported Satur- 
day. 

Sugar sales had been banned for the past 
two days, w'hen shops had to report their 
stocks to the authorities. This year Turkey 
has been obliged for the first time for 1 5 years 
to import sugar. 

The countiy traditionally pnxluccs enough 


su^ beet for domestic consuoqidon but fac- 
tories operated at less than half capacity last 
winter due to a fuel shortage. 

Sugu production is state-controUed and 
the price rise is the latest in a series of 
increases in consumer prices of nationalized 
industry products. 

The lotemational Monetary Fund (IMF) 
was reported to have called for sudi price 
increases as a condition for further credits 
during talks here in April 


WASHINGTON, May IS (OFNS) — 
President Jimmy Carter faes approved 
plans to estabti^ an American i^mry 
capacity in the Middle East and Indian 
Ocean capable of launching up to 50,000 
combat troeq^s on rafrid '‘surge opera- 
tion^' into aiqr threatened part of the reg- 
ion. 

The “surge operation" represents a new 
concept in American military strategy. It 
provides for the rapid transport of a sub- 
stantial force, with adequate armorand air 
cover, into any countiy wfaidi appeals for 
Western help or where strategic interests 
are felt to be threatened. 

While there wili be enou^ combat 
troops to deter mititaiy attacks, or exter- 
nally backed insurrections, there will not 
be enough to engage in a war against a 
strong adversary. The immediate aims of 
the “surge operations” are deterrence and 
to restore credibility in the United States' 
military capacity to intervene effectively 
in siq>port of its friends, and in defense of 
vital interests. 

Now that Carter has approved the Pen- 
tagon plan in principle, the next step is to 
win support for it from other NATO coun- 
tries. 

News analysis 

Hiere are four elements in the proposed 
buildup of a Western iiulitary presence in 
the area whidi it is felt are justified by 
recent developments in Iran and 
Afghanistan. 

* Egypt will become the base from 
whidi "surge operations'* would be 
laundied. lliis wUl require a substantial 
buildup of military inst^ations, indudiog 
workshops capable of servidag aircraft, 
tanks and missiles. The plan calls for a 
headquarters staff with some stand-by 
units capable of rapid ejqiansion. Egyp- 
tian mifitary airfield will also be used. 

Israel and Turkey were both conadered 
as possible alternatives to Egypt by the 
Pentagon planning staff.

Even before tiie new American plan has 
been publidy unveiled, the Soviet Union 
has embarked on an active d4>lomatic and 
radio campmgn to discourage the r^ional 
powers from having anything to do with a 
buildup of an American or NATO milit- 
ary presence.

JEDDAH — When Burton was;(p his 
way from India in 1876, he travelled up, 
the Red Sea. The sight of its burnt and 
inhospitable shores brought back an 
ancient memory. An old friend. Haji Wall, 
had told him once in Cairo about coming 
across deposits of uoexploited gold in the 
Midiah'i desert. Burton knew enough 

about thft Bible and Arabic literature to 

understani^ihat Midian had been exten- 
sively min^. He stopped in Cairo and 
pesuadedihe Khedive, Ismail 1. to permit 
hiin to lead an expedition into North West 
Arabra — reasoning that modem techni- 
ques might discover great treasures of 
gold. It was an opportune moment to put 
such a proposal forward because Ismail 
was more than commonly pressed by his 
numerous creditors. Burton was invited to- 
an audience early in 1877. 

A ship and soldiers were put at his dis- 
posal and old Haji Wall, now 82 and 
awaiting the delivery of yet another child, 
was prevailed upon to join the expedition. 
Such were Burton's hypnotic powers! 

Falcon-Oleanderfaas brought out a cor- 
rected edition from Burton's own manus- 
cript to replace the faulty first edition 
which came out shortly after the event. It 
is one of- the 'Arabia Past and Preseof 
series of books, which have long been out 
of print. Readers are thus enabled to 
acquire the fascinating records of Arabian 
exploration. Philip Ward has added exten- 
sive background material and notes to 
bring the story of the quest for gold up to 
date. 

Upon setting otL Burton recorded in his- 
joumal; 'At last! Once. more it is mv fate 
to escape the prison life ot civilised 
Europe and to re^sh bridy and mind by 


studying nature in her robust and most 
admirabie form. Again 1 am to enjoy a 
glimpse of the glorious desert; to inhale 
the sweet, pure breath of the trmislucent 
skies that show the red stars burning upon 
the very edge verge of the horizon..’ 

Sadly, Haji Wali disappointed Burton's 
hopes of an instant fortune by leading him 
from one exhausted ancient working » 

another. Nevertheless we can luxuriate in i 

the encyclopedic scholarship of Burton s 
writing with its rid) veins of mineralogy, 
botany, history, folk lore, language and 
natural history. There can hardly ever 
have been in the story of exploration su^ 
an all-round, competent man. He revels in 
the extraordinary fertility of a well- 
stocked mind. 

from December 1877. to the following 
jApril. Burton and his engineers, usi n g 
Mowilah as their base, mapped and 
explored the region along a oOO mile 
route. They noted the sites of 3 1 mined 
cities in Midian and the South. Burton 
sent minutely detailed itineraries with a 
great wealth of scientific notes to Ae 
Royal Geographical Society, bringii^ 
back, as be says, ‘details of an old-new 
land which the civilised world bad dean 
forgotten'. But he found no viable gold. 

About the same time that Burton was at 
the hei^t of his powers. aaoAer mail, 
also somewhat larger than life, .Cedi 
Rhodes, had founded Consolidated Gold 
Fields. Ltd. Today, under the auspices of 
the Saudi Government Department of 
Mineral Resources this company is carry- 
ing out tests and desi^ to exploit the 
undoubted gold produdog potential of die 
Tihama region.

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THE VIENNA MEETING 


The Viensa meeting between Gromyko and Muskie did not pro- 
duce any definite results. But this detracts in no way from its impor- 
tance as a sign that tbe two superpowers, after the recent months of 
sabre ratding, seek a resumption of a state of affairs resemblix^ 
detente. The world had watched nervously as the two giants seemed 
to square up to each other over Afghanistan and Iran. But tbey seem 
to have realized (hat die situation must not be allowed to drift any 
further. Hence the Vienna meeting. 

Another reason for this was the evident reluctance of the allies of 
the superpowers to toe the line uncritically — something wfaich 
showed more markedly in the American camp. Tbe European pow- 
ers repeatedly advised the U.S. not to overreact over Aigbanistan 
and Iran. The Vienna meeting must be seen by them as a very 
heartening sign. The meeting between the French and Soviet presi- 
dents is expected to be the be^nning of wider moves on the part of 
the European powers to defuse the tense international atuation. 

If the European powers seem to have concurred in the economic 
saoctions demanded by the Americans against Iran, thb is seen to 
reflect more their growing optimism that the crisis over the hostages 
held there will be resolved soon- Several channels of negotiations 
were opened recently; and Prerident Baid-Sadr of Iran is known to 
be keen that they shall not be allowed to fail this time.The Afghanis- 
tan crisis continues. But the Soviets are giving indications that they 
are willing to conrider ways out of it, provided they suffer no loss of 
face in cooieiquence. 

The Arab world was conspicumis in the international crisis by its 
absence. The Arab countries watched passively as the Ir anian and 
Afghan crises pushed the most dangerous problem the international 
community faces, that of Palestine, thoroughly into the background. 
There was a chance, bad there been the will, to utilize tbe superpower 
confrontation to advance Arab interests; but the chance was missed. 
Now the other crises are being defused, it is probable that the 
question of Palestine will come to the fore once more. WilLthe Arab 
world be ready to use the opportunity ? 

There is. unfortunately, little ground for optimism. The Arab 
world has probably never been more fragmented, more turned 
against itself. The masave blow delivered at tbe Arab line through 
Egypt s defectioa did not. as was hoped, cause the rest to unite. If the 
rejection of the Camp David formula remained resolute, it was also 
essentially passive or negative in nature. The coming months will 
show if the Arab world is able to overcome ils dhisioas so as to be 
able to influence the course of events sufficiently on the question of 
Palestine.

Island but the air in the community surrounding tbe 
plant is thicker than ever with ai^er and fear. In 
fact in seven years of Tvorldng to stop atomic reac- 
tors in my own hometown. Montague, Mass., and 
elM«here, Fve never encountered a conmmmty so 
close to tile brink of an upheaval over tiie nudear 
issue. 

Tlie reasons are many. For one tiling, people in 
the farm country surrounding Three Mile Island 
now believe that tiie plant has been harming their 
flwifiMiU since well b^ore tiie accident For four 
years now, Jane Lee, who lives on a &rm in the 
village of Etters, has been coUectii^ affidavits from 
area fkimets on what they call “strange goings-on" 
with tiieir aninmU- Their accounts indude a frigh- 
tening array of bicdogical problems in Mmmais rang- 
ing from cals to cows. The list indndes ^xmtaneoas 
abortions, stiUbinhs, sterility, mutant of^iing, 
blindn ess , defrxtive booB strucoire and sudden 
deatii — an without dear casual eiqplanation. 

Dr. Robert Weber has also noticed problems. He 
is veteiinaiian in Medianicsboig, 1 S miles frexn tile 
plant, who has practiced in the area for 32 yearn. In 
March, he lesrified before the Public Utiliti^ ’’ 
Commission in Harrisboig that since 1976 be has 
been encountering widespread bone problems 
among cows in the area. After giving tnrtii, he said, 
the cows “go down and can't get back up." 

Dr. Wel^ said further, in an interriew, that in 
the summer and fall of 1979. “after the plant went 
bad." he began perforating one Caesarean-section 


operation a week on pigs that were nnable to dna»^ 
properly des[Mte azable honnone injections. He 
said that previously he had been called on to per- 
sona only one or two such operations a year. At the 
baomeat. he says, he is also p erf o rmi ng two such 
opeiatibas a week on goats and sheep; one ortwoa 
year had beei^ the nonnal rate. 

Privately, Jane Lee and Dr. Weber soq)ect 
that the problems axe coining from the power plant, 
possibly from radiation, pdss9>ly bom substences 
sent into the atmo^here through the cooling 
towers that maybe altering the cbemistiy of ^esc^. 

Charies Cmimtily, aho lives in dear view of the 
four cooling towers, also has his suqncions. He says 
that when & reactors were operating, rainfall run- 
ning off his roof would kxU the grass around his 
house and would wash into his cisterns a milky 
white substance that would make animals who 
drank italic down and get side." When tiiereactois 
stopped operating;, tiie milky substance disap- 
peared, he said. 

Connolly, who has lived on his fang sinoB 1915. 
says that yields from his farm have dropped notice- 
ably since the opening of the first reactor in 1974

Nkomo dissidents ‘planning coup-

SALISBURY, — 

Several hundred weQ armed "(fissidenf ' guerril- 
las are still at large in two areas of h&tabeleland, in 
western ZimbabHre, a c cor di ng to authoritative 
source in Salisbury. One source, who put the 
number of “dissideots’' at around 850, said that tiie 
Prime Afinister, Robert Mugabe, may be forced to 
use tiie army to*'inop them up" if they cemtinue to 
refuse to go to guer^a assembly points. 

The men are members of the Zimbabwe People's 
Hevdotimiary Army (ZIPRA) , the militaxy wing of 
(be Zimbabwe Afrian Pec^ie’s Union (ZAPU). 
led by Joshua Nkomo, the minister of home affairs 
in Mugabe's coalition govemment. 

More than 300 of the guerrillas are in five tribal 
.trust lands in the Tjolotjo area, midway between 
Bulawayo and Victoria Falb and straddling the 
main road and rail routes to Zambia Wa Living- 
stone. 

Another group of ZIPRA guerrillas is in the 
European Arming area of Nyamandhiovu. 30 miles 
northwest of Bulawayo.

An authoritative source said; "The prime minis- 
ter intends to take a firmer stand on this issue. Tbey 
have had suffident time to come in. At present tiie 
police are inchaxge of law and order in these areas, 
but it might become necessary to use the army to 
restore stability." 

ZANU offidals accuse ZAPU of bringing guns 
into urban areas. Two weeks ago police raided a 
house in Salisbury township and arrested 13 men 
said to be members of ZIPRA. Sources say a quan- 
tity of arms and ammuoxtion of Soviet manufeo- 


ture, including RPG-7 rocket-launchers, mortars,, 
bazookas, grenades, 'i^pstODs and lipes, were found 
in the house. 

Last we^ Mugabe called Nkomo to his c^ce f(v 
a "ftanlf' talk, sources said. He detailed tbe infor- 
mation be bad received about tbe activities of some 
ZIPRA guerrillas and ZAPU officials. Nkomo said 
be bad no knowledge of the allegations and pierced 
his support for the government 

One unsubstantiated charge is that a coup is 
being planned. In support of this is quoted tiie fact 
that in Salisbur/s suburbs ZAPU offidals are sel- 
ling membership cards and saying there wQl be new 
elections by the end of tiie year, although tbe next 
elections are not due until February l^S. 

After 17 years-of bitterness between ZANU and 
ZAPU, the danger is that what people believe to be 
true is often more important than the real truth. 

There has been a hardening oi attitude toward 
Nkomo and ZAPU tty some of Afrigabe's senior 
offidals during the past month. Nkomo has people 
in his party Mio have not accepted die electum 
result and would like him to leave the coalition. 

For both leaders it is an extremely delicate 
period. Most Zimbabweans want peace above 
everything, and a breakdown of tiie coalition or a 
dedsioa to use what would be, in effect, the 
Rhodesian army against ZIPRA could threaten 
that hope.

WASHINGTON — “Costumes from the 
Arab Worl(T — a stunning exhibit of the 
richly variegated, yet unified, traditional 
oadonal dress of the Arab Worid — has 
opened at Washington's Renwick Gallery. 

Clothing, no less than an or literature, 
reflects a society. And in the Renwick 
exhibit, which continues through July 27, the 
eoscuinn mark sodai class, religion, ethoidty 
and regioDal differences. There is a TunUuan 
wedding dress consisting of ornamental gold 
pants and gold mesh tumc — there is a Pales- 
dnian peasant dress with a fr-ee-form appli- 
que des^D and there is Bedouin handcrafted 
diver jewelry. 

The exhibit, which brings together 83 
ob jeett as pa/t of 26 costumes includes tunics, 
pants, jackets, vests, dresses, shoes, hats, 
belts, daggars and jewelry. The costumes — 
predominantly 20th century — are from 10 
Arab countries. While there is a simtlarity in 
the motifs used for example in dresses from 
Morocco and from Palestine, the fabrics and 
materials are different. 

Some of the articles show European and 
Indian influence, but each geographic area 
has a distinctive character. One overall unify- 
ing theme in the style of the dotiiiag and 
jewelry is the influence of Islam, whic^ has 
dominated the civilization in the region since 
the 7tir century. 


The exhibit reflects the three most predo- 
minant aspects of Middle East dress — the 
lose flowing qualiQr of the attire — the use of 
headgear as a sign, both of modesty and 
respect, and the wearipg of Jeu-elry, not only 
as an adonuneot but as a show of wealth. 

Induded in the exhibit are dresses, veils 
and hats from Saudi Arabia's Hijaz and Astr 
regions. The Bedouin jewelry fr'om Saudi 
Arabia includes necklaces, a ring and a fore- 
head ornament 


The exhibiL which was shown last year at 
the Sewall Gallery of An at Rice Umversity 
in Houston, Texas, and at the Nelson Gallery 
of Art in Kansas Oiy, Missouri, was the 
brainduld of two Arab-Americans Nabila 
Cronfel and Sheryl Araeen. 


Both women have art history backgrounds, 
and in a short interview at the exhibit's open- 
ing here, Croafe) said the exhibit grew from 
th two women' s “ interest in promoting tiie an 
of their Arabic heritage." 

Cronfel said it took almost a year to solicit 


the $3 objects in the exhibit, which were con- 
tributed by museums in the Uiuted States, 
private individuals and by .Arab embassies or 
interest groups. 

The co-organizer credited the Museum of 
International Folk Art in Santa Fe. New Mex- 
ico, which contributed several of the most 
exquisite items of the exhibit. ais<) with pro- 
viding research asristance. This museum. 
Crcmfel said, through donations and acquisi- 
tions, has the most complete collection in the 
U.S. of folk an fr'om the Arab w'odd. 

The exhibit opening in Washington kicked 
off the annual convention of the National 
Assodation of Arab Americans and the show 
is being sponsored by the Arab Ambassadors 
Couodl here.

WASHINGTON. May 18 (WP) — Fires- 
tone Tire and Rubber Co. has been fined $ 
SOO.OOO — the largest amount ever assessed 
under a } 966 safety Act — for putting tires on 
'the road Uiat the company knew would fail 
federal safely tests. 

Although the company disputed the charge 
'that it maiiteted the tires even though it knew 
of die defect, a Firestone spokesman said last 
week that the company agreed to pay the fine 
“ to avoid potentially expensive Utigadon and 
further unproducted use of company 
resources.** 

Hrestone u-as the center of the largest pro- 
.dna recall in government history In 1 978 — 
10 million Hrestone 500 steel-belted radial 
dres for a defect that the National Highway 
Traffic and Safety Administration found 
caused large numbers of failures, including 
some which resulted in deatiis in injuries. 

The tires covered by Hne are Firestone 500 
tires and a related tire line marketed under 
the Primero brand, both manufactured 
before the tires involved in the massive recall. 
Tbe case in which the fine was assessed 
involved 400,000 tires produced in 1973 and 
1 974 and recalled by Firestone in early 1 977. 

">\'hen it was determined that these tires 
produced in 1973 and i 974 might be in non- 
compliance \^'ith one section for the federal 
standard relating to indoor testing, we initi- 
ated a voluntary recall." said Firestone 
spokesman Michael Fay. 

NHTSA administrator J<ian Oaybroede 
said her agency had come across evidence 
Uuring the investigation of the larger recall 
that the company knew of the defect at least a 
year or two before rt began the recall.

“Production dedsioas are 
taken on a quaterly basis, and the current 
decision on 9.S million bamls a day is valid 
until the end of the second quarter. If, by the 
end of June, no Either decisitm is taken, the 
ceiling will automatirally revert to 8 J miilion 
barrels a day." 

In Doha, Qatar Finance and Petroleum 
Nfinister ^eikh Abdul-Aziz Kn Khalfa 
AJ-Thani said a unified oil price is vital for the 
solidarity of die OPEC and hoped it could be 
achieved at tbe Algiers meeting, the Times 
reported Sunday. 

“I wish and hope we can reach a single 
unified price." It quoted him as saying in an 
interview on the forthcoming Algiers meet- 
ing. "1 think everyone has now started to 
understand the concept, and wish we could 
come to a angle unified price. 

“Once this comes about, tiie fever ci tbe 
market win be absorbed and then there will 
not be a nine or 1 0-tier q^stem in tbe market 
The market win become stable and cool 
down," he added.

The nde of the AEW Nhniod wiU be to 
detect the approach of low-flyin g aircr a ft 
whidi cannot be “seen" by ground-based 
radar because of the curvature of tbe 
earth. The Nimrod wiU increase the 
“awareness time" ofsachairoaftfromthe 
two nunutes afforded by present instaUa- 
tions to 20 minutes. 


The aircraft ba$ a bOl-like extenaon on 
the nose and a amflar section oa the 
both housing radar scanners. On each 
wf^tip is a containix^ eqnipinentfor 
“Usteniag-in" to t ransmissi ons 1^ poten- 
tial enemy urcraft. It has three sensors to 
detect and citify targets, a multi-mode 
radar, a pasave radio mid radar detection 
^tem squaditm ^11 be operational in tiie 
mid- 1 980’s and will be active primarily in 
the UK air defense re^on. the eastern 
Atiantic and tbe Channel. It wiD also form 
part of tbe Ncnth Atiantic Treaty Organ- 
ization's mixed AEW force. 


As oil supplies deplete 

Coal energy faces stiff opposition 


LONDON, May 18 (R) — The worlds 
energy industries, casti^ about for some- 
thing to bolster dwindling oil supplies, have 
turned to the once-derided staniflry of coal, 
but face a challenge from environmentalists. .. 
Environmental lobbyists, who already claim 
success in cutbug the growth of nucl^ 
eneigy, now say they wili look critically at ' 
plans to espasid coal production. 

Coal, even in the petroleum age, still sup- 
plies abwt 25 per cent of world energy needs. 

(XI provides 50 per cent But uncertainty 
about Middle East e]q>orts means that few 
countries can rely on oil to provide the bulk of 
tiie extra energy they will need, if economies 
are to expand at all between now and the 21st 
century. 

In a major study published last week, 
experts of 16 coal-producing nations esti- 
mated that coal ou^Hit must nearly treble by 
the year 2,000 if projected energy demand is 
to be met. Tliis w^d entail total investments 
around $1,000 trillion on new mines, rail- 
ways, factory plant, ports and about 1,000 
bulk coal carrying ships. 

“^tiiout sudi an increase the outlook is 
bleak," tbe Worid Coal Study said. The study 
also concluded tiiat coal could be mined and 
used in ways that conform to high standards 
of health, safety and environmental proh^ 
tioo, uring technology that already exists and 
"wiAottt unacceptable increases in cost” 

The new tedinique of fluidized bed com- 
bustion. for instanoe. bums crushed coal at a 
relatively low temperature in a pre-heated 
and ventilated bed, and can permit what 
industiy sources argue win be a significant 
control of toxic sulphur and nitrogen oxide 
emissions. 

Environmentalists are ready to believe 
this, but are much more worried about the 
volume of carbon dioxide whidi will still 
enter tbe atmo^bere if more coal is burned, 
even in fluidized beds. 

A mudi-publidzed tbeoiy is that exce^ve 
bunting of foss3 fuels, and destruction of 

the worlds forests that might otherwise 
absorb the carbon dioxide, vtill create the 
so-called "greenhouse effect," Layers of car- 
bon dioxide, some climatologists suggest wiO 
prevent heat escaping the es^ with posably 


catastrophic results. 

Other sdentists are unsure, and the World 
Coal Study, urging immediate action to be^ 
Fairing coal ou^ut, conduded that “ the pres- 
ent knowlei^ of possible carbon dioxide 
^fleets on dimate does not justify delaying 
the expanrion of coal use." 

It took the view that time remains in hand 
in vyfaidi to cany out the necessary research, 
an assunq>tioa whidi environmental groups 
like tile Dtiifomia-based friends of tiie £ai^ 
are less eager to make. "This is (me thing we 
just cannot afford to find out by trial and 
error," said a London spokesnian of Friends 
of the Earth. 

He said, " It is true that we are less '(town* 
on coal than we are on nudear energy. We 
see coal as a bridge to get us to cfae next 
century and the wider use of renewable 
sources oi eneigy like wind and soiar heat." 

But he said environmentalists, la^ngstress 
on the posribililies of conserving eneigy 
uring less of it more effidently, oculd be 
counted on to challenge any plaiis to expand 
coal output b^ond what seemed the barest 
necessary mimmum. 

Industry got a taste of what it can expect at 
an inquiry into plans by the British National 
Coal Board (NCB) to c^n mines in tiie vale 
of Belvoir, a rural beauty spot. Environmen- 
talists put up expert witnesses to argue that 
NCB forecasts of future demand tor coal — 
the NCB partidpated m tiie Woild Coal 
Study — were, as one professor put it, 
“implausible in tiie extreme." 

CoaTs main selling pmnt now is its cost 
Although it is builder tiian (til, dirtier and 
harder to handle, and delivers less eneigy on 
a ton for ton basis, it works out IS to 20 per 
cent less expensive than OPEC (riL 

Reserves are colossal. A trebling of ouqrat 
by the year 2,000 would mean cidy 16 per 
cent of known reserves had been used up. 
The t(^ coal nations are tbe United States, 
Soviet Union, China, Poland, West Ger- 
many, Britain, Austral South Aftica, India 
and Canada, who, together, account for 
nearly 90 per cent of present production. Oil* 
companies are (juietly buying up coal mines 
and coal fieltis. Coal investment by big oil 
firms already runs at $1 ItiUion a year.

TEHRAN.May 18(R) —Iran’sOflMiiiis- 
ny has told airlines to pay for refusing at 
Tehrai/s Mahrabad Airport in cash within 48 
hours of tanidng up. Western aiilioe rep- 
resentatives said Sunday. 

“We have to put down a deposit vntii the 
National Iranian Oil Coisgnny (NIOC) at 
Mehrabad, and eadi refuell^ must paid 
for within 48 hours," one manager said The 
requirement has been introduce gradually 
over the last few weeks witii the reluctant 
agreement of tbe airiines, and the iianian 
authorities have a May 21 deadlme for all 
airlines to confoim to the new system. 

A senior NIOC offi^ at Mehrabad caor 
firtoed tiie 48-bour rule, saying iChppUed also 
to Iraif s two dviUan airiines, 'life national 
carrier Iranair the domestic airline Pars 
Air.

SEOUL, May IS (Agencies) — President 
Cnoi Kyu-Hah renewed his govemnieDfs 
promises d political reform Sunday despite 
^ impositioa of full mardai law Saturday 
and subsequent detention of political 
leaders. 

In a spedal statement. Chot said recent 
disturbances by university students and 
wori^ers throughout South Korea were piay- 
into the hands of Communist Noith 
Korea, which he said was bent on taking the 
south by force. 

The presidential statement came just after 
the country’s martial law authorities 
announced that diey had detained 26 people, 
indnriing dissident leader Kim Dae- Jung and 
the head of assassinated President Park 
Qung-Hee's Democratic Republican party 

Kim Dae- Jung. 54. was narrowly defeated 
by the late president in the 1971 presidential 
Section, and has said he will run for the pres- 


idency' in the election which the government 
has promised next year. 

Also arrested was pro-government Demo- 
cratic Republican party chairman Kim 
Jong'Pil. considered with Kim to be a presi- 
dential aspirant. 

A number of dissident professors were 
apprehended who had been rehabilitated and 
reinstated in their univetsity posts after the 
assassination of Park six months ago. 

Kim severely persecuted under the Park 
regime, has vigorously campaigned for an 
early end 'to the transitional rule of the 
caretaker government. 

He was said to be strongly supported by 
student leaders who led the recent anti- 
government agitation. • 

But the arrest of Kim Joog-Pil v^-as puzzling 
to observers, since he took over Che party 
created by the late president and has been 
regarded as still close to the caretaker gov- 


ernment leaders. 

The country's new military leaders, exer- 
cising power behind the scenes, are said to 
consider that both Kims are uosuited to be 
the next president, regarding Kim Dae- Jung 
85 too radical and Kim Jong-PH as too 
tainted. 

Martial law authorities also rounded up 10 
student leaders last night at a umveisty cam- 
pus while they were boldifig a marathon con- 
ference on action following two days of mas- 
sive street demonstrations in Seoul last Wed- 
nesday and Thursday.

Binaisa also called on Carter and Mrs.

The Sunday Times said the ousted presi- 
dent had written a few days ago complaining 
that by failing to stop the coup — Tanzania 
has some 10,000 troops in Uganda — Nyer- 
ere had in effect sided with Ae rebels.

PEKING. May 18 (AP) — Pelting officials 
are urging citizens to take fiy swatters in hand 
and swat every fly they see to get the jump on 
this season's flies before they multiply. 

One district has reported that am'd iis 
offensive on J 980's fir^ generation of flies, 
the density of flies is down 70 per cent from 
last year. 

TntJ^eidnB Daily said Saturday a first gen- 
eration fly can lay eggs three times, laying 
tftousands at a time, and by fall its descen- 
dants can number as many as 10 million, car- 
rying germs and threatening human health. 

Some neighborhoods are mobilizing peo- 
ple to dig up fly pupae and set fly traps. 
Lavatories, foul water and garbage pil^ are 
sprayed weekly with insecticide, tiic paper 
said. 

One elementary school has started a cam- 
paign to have each student kill five first gen- 
eration flies, and the average per student cow 
stands at three, it said. 

The Peking Daily said homes, offices, 
restaurants and shops have prepared flyswat- 
ters for use any time a fly is seen. 

It said that in the I95(Ts. Peking was 
known as a city without flies.

Troops entrenching 

Karmal ‘prisoner’ of Soviets 


WASHINGTON. May 18. (Agencies) — 
Soviet troops appear to be settling perma- 
nently into Afghanistan and Presictent Bab- 
Karmal is virtually a prisoner of his Rus- 
aan aides, U.S. State Department officials 
have said. 

The officials released an analyss paper 
which described Karmal as being a ** pris- 
oner" of the Russians, who provide his 
driver, bodyguard, chef, doctor and rix chief 
advisers. 

The study said his isolation was so total that 
his father, a senior military official before the 
1978 pro-Communist coup, told Babrak 
never to enter his house with bis Russian 
retinue. The old mao is said to hold the 
Soviets " in contempt. " 

It smd e\idence of Soviet intentions to 
establish a permanent presence in Afgliams- 
tan included Soviet officials holding the 
senior postioos in nearly every ministry. 
Soviet army officers being assigned to the 
country for two-year tours of duty, depen- 
dents taking up residence, and improved 
militaiyr ground and air force facilities. 

Officials at the Pentagon, meanwhile, said 
Soviet troops, deployed against anti- 
Communist fighters, were having many of the 


same problems adapting to battle conditions 
in Afghanistan that U.S. troops encountered 
in V'ietnam. 

The Pentagon officials said the Soviet 
army, in its first real combat since World War 
II. was encountering une:tpeaed difficulties 
in trying to fight guerrillas. 

'* Their function in life is to roll at high 
speeds across W'estem Europe or possibly 
Diina" with masses of in^tiy, artiUeiy, 
armor and air cover, one Pentagon military 
specialist said. " In Afghanistan, tiiey have 
been throwti into an environment in no way 
related to ufiat they are trained to do. " 

Oovemmeat officials said the Karmal gov- 
ernment. installed in a Soviet-backed coup 
last December, appeared to be less popular 
than ever, but they believed Moscow was 
reluctant to increase its forces against the 
anti-goN'emment Afghan insutgeats because 
of the likely effect on world opinion before 
the Moscow Olympic games in July. 

The analysis paper released by officials 
said that the Afj^an govemmenfs revenues 
had virtually disappeared since the 1978 
pro-Communist revolution and the country 
was now totally dependent economically on 
the Soviet Union. The 4U economic agree- 


ments signed between the tvit) countries in 
tile last two years had ** ensured Soviet domi- 
nation oi the Afghan economy for years to 
come, " the paper said. 

In Islamabad meanwhile, large-scale 
Soviet atrocities in Afghanistan, notably the 
recent extermination of S,0Q0 civilians in 
Red Air Force bombijqg raids on Gbanzi. 1 50 
km south of Kabul, and the massacre of 400 
students in the capital itself, were allied at a 
press conference held Sunday by exiled 
insurgent leader Ayatollah Mohammed A^ 
Mohsani. 

The Ayatollah, a leading chief of the Shia 
Muslim Hazara peoples from central 
Afghanistan, is based in the Iranian religious 
capital of Oom and has been attending the 
Islamic Conference here this past week. 

He announced that for the first time high- 
level meetings were opening at Peshawar, 
Paldstan. between his freedom fi gh ters and 
leaders of the Sunni Muslim Pasbtuns. 
Afghanistan's main ethnic group, with a view 
to coordinating east-to-west resistance to the 
Soviet interventioa force. 

“ The Soviet occupation forces are seeking 
to starve us out with an economic blockade of 
the whole area, " Mohsani said.

Government seeks 1 million visitors 


Touring Guatemala: culture, history ,sometimes dar^r 


TTKAL. Guatemala, May 18 (Dallas) — 
Deep in the jungle at the remote Mayan dty 
of Tikal. Guatemala's minister of tourism 
stood on a new dirt airstrip, brag^g for the 
television cameras about the huge influx of 
Tttristas the ninwtty was expected to bring. 

But what happened later that day. the 
of the airstrip dedication in Mardi, was 
enough to make the hardiest tourists cringe. 

After unloading a group of si^tseers from 
a tour company’s chartered government 
D03. the pilot attempted to park the plane 
and backed it into the jungle, tearing oS one 
wing. 

Then as the travelers tried to ^;ure out 
how they would get out of tbe jungle, another 
plane loaded with tourists rammed the nose 
into the already damaged DC-3. "Aii^laae 
Suffers Two Aeddents on First Day." said a 
headline in a Guatemala Ci^ newspaper 
which featured pictures of the wrecks on the 
front page. 

No one was injured, but it was not an 
au^idous opening for the airport. 

Traveling in Guatemala is exdting. and if s 
not just the scenery and Indian traditions that 
make it that way. The airport inddent illus- 
trates the difficulties Guatemala may have, 
de^te its volcano-endrded lakes and large 
Mayan temple ruins, in reaching its goal to 
have 1 million tourists visit the country this 
year. 

The country wants more visitors, but isn't 
yet organized to handle the crowds. Aviateca, 
the government-owned airline, has had prob- 
lems keeping its planes in repair, and 
schedules re^ariy run behind time. 

PoUtical turmoil in Central America hasn't 
helped either. Just a year ago, Guatemala was 
part of a stable alliance of Central American 
dictatorships. But the region has very quickly 
exploded into bloody confrontation. 

Some of GuatemaJa's most luxurious new 
hotels remain near empty during the tourist 
season from November to partly 

because some people are afraid to venture 
into a part of the world so troubled by viol- 
ence. 

John Borton of Ohio, who was the charter 
flight to Tikal last month, said his friends 
thought be was cra^ when be and his wife 
signed up for a farm journal tour in Central 
America. 

“There are only about lO pec^le on this 
trip, and usually on farm journal tours there 
are more like 30," said Borton. “Obviously 
some people had hesitations." 

Guatemala is still under the harsh military 
rule leaders have imposed for more than 25 
years. 

But Gen. Anastasio Somoza. stroogman of 
tile Central American alliance, who domi- 
nated the region since tbe 196(Ts, was over- 
thrown in Nlcar^ua in July. Three months 
later, a coup by liberal officers in El Salvador 
ended nearly half a century of military rule 
there. 

The ruling generals in Guatemala have 
concluded that the way to maintain stability 
in their country is to take a hardline. WhQe in 
Honduras, generals decided shortly after the 
El Salvador coup to turn the country back to 
civilian rule with elections, there's no such 
easing up in Guatemala. 

Mysterious disappearances and public 
assasrinatioQS are near daily events, attri- 


buted to the highly efficient "death squads.” 
Tbirty-mne people died on )an. 21 when 
militant peasant occupying tbe Spanish 
Embassy set off a gasoline bomb vdien police 
stormed the office. 

Although guerrilla groups recently 
bombed tbe headquarters of the Nation^ 
Tourism Agency, tourists themselves can 
travel in the country and barely notice the 
political unrest. It may be a bit discoacerting 
to see anti-violence ads on television or to see 
policemen carrying rifles and machine guns 
on street comers in Guatemala Qty, but outr 
side Guatemala Oty, Ifs a different worild. 

In a counoy of only 42.000 square miles, 
there are mountain ranges with 13,000-foot 
peaks, canyons 2,000 feet deep, plains and 
deserts, lowlands and plateaus, forests and 
jungles, rivers, lakes, waterfalls and more 
than 30 volcanoes. 

Three distinct civilizations co-erist in the 
country: Indian Guatemala, continuing today 
from at least 1,000 B.C. with its own customs, 
costumes and religions, colonial Guatemala; 
witii its heart in the old capital of Antigua but 
seen around the country where Spani^ con- 
querors and priess their influence; and 
the modem republic of Guatemala, head- 
quarteredin Guatemala Gty with three-lined 
l^ievards, fiituristic office buildings and 
elegant hotels. 

Id villages like Oiidiicasteaango, 103 
miles northwest of Guatemala Gty tourists 
can observe Ind i a n culture as well as sample 
the native crafts on market day. 

Maya-speaking peoples have been in die 
Guatemala highlands for thousands of years, 
developing a high civilization in the 1,000 
years before and after tbe birth of ChrisL 

At the time of tbe Spanish conquest in 
1524, the Quiche Indians, the group found in 
Qiidiicastenaago, were the most powerful 
Maya group in the highlands 

Chidicastenango was founded by Spanish 
conquerorsanxious to move the native popu- 
lation away from their old ceremonial centers 
and to destroy old belief and customs. 

But the village Indians have doggedly held 
on to their old ways. 

Taking no chances, they still worship the 
pagan gods left by their forefathers. But they 
also pay homage to the Qiristiaa gods 
imposed by the &ars from Spain. 

The Indian religious practitioner, the 
Chucbqajau, a kkd of witrii doctor, performs 
ceremonies with candles, flower petals and 
alcohol both in the Catholic Churdi of San 
Tomas and at a nearby pagan shrine, Pascual 
Abaj. 

Tbe shrine, located on a mountain ridge 
about a quarter mile south of town, was 
raided in 1975 by Christians trying to stamp 
out paganism, but Indians restored the 
shrine, repairing a damag ed stone idol with 
coocerete and an iron reinforcing rod. 

Visitors can observe the witch doctors both 
in the church and at the shrine, if rare is taken 
not to intrude in the rites. 

In northern Guatemala near tbe Mexican 
border, travelers can learn about the ancient 
Maya at the ruins of the largest Mayan dty 
ever discovered and restored. 

The Mayas, masters of mathematics, 
astronomy and other aits, flourished in the 
Central American Jungle at the same time as 
the great Roman Empire, shortly after the

At Tikal, more than 3,000 ancient struo- 
tuTBs have been excavated in a six-square 
mile area through a cooperative 12-year 
program between the Guatemalan govern- 
ment and tbe University of Penntylvama. 

Altiiough archaeologists believe more than 
90 per cent of Tikai remains buried beneath 
the jungle, the unearthed ruins have provided 
dues to tbe dvilization. 

tfistoriaos think luore than 200,000 peo- 
ple lived 15 centuries ago in a dty of 
pyramid-shined temples, palaces, a reservoir 
and ballpark. 

Archaeoio^ts believe Tikal represents 
more than IJlOO years of uninterrupted 
building, but they Imow the andent Mayas 
bad no metal tools to work with and no means 
of moving cons of stone. 

The Mayas apparently abandoned their 
cnitai io a hurry in 950 A.D., but tbe cause 
oftiieirfUghtDorthiatotheM^icaD Yucatan ' 
peninsula is still a mystery. 

Tikai is a 17-hour drive from Guatemala 
Oty. but ilfs only an hour away on Aviateca 
.Airlines, if you're lucky enough to get a 
reservation and a plane that can fly. 

Many visitors take a one-day package tour, 
whidi indudes roundtrip fli^t, transporta- 
tion to the site, a guided tour and lundi for 
about $ 130. 

Tbe visit can be relaxing or heart-stopping, 
depending on your preference. For the laid- 
back crowd, strolling around the grassy 
grounds and soaking up history is fun enough. 
But for those more itciuag for adventure, tbe 
temples are available for dim^g. 

Jo Antigua, old homes are adarned with 
wooden grills and metal-studded doors. 
There are ruins of churches and green 
squares scattered with fountains. 


EveryMiere you go in Guatemala are 
ruins, leftovers from the earthquakes that 
have ravaged tbe country for years. In Anti- 
gua. it was the earthquake of 1773 that did 
most the damage. Other areas are still 
struggling to recover from the earthquake of 
1976 wfaidi lolled 2S.OOO people. 

HQlsides on the outskirts of Guatemma 
Oty are covered with makeshift dwellii^ of 
cardboard and tin where victims live after 
moving from the countryside after the earth- 
quake, 

Antigua. 25 miles from Guatemala Qty, is 
not tor from two active volcanoes, indndtog 
Agua. whidi coUecied so much water that it 
cracked in 1541. It flooded the village of 
Ciudad Vieja and sutvivois there moved to 
the present site of Antigua. 

Vacationers who want to learn while they 
soak up the atmosphere can live with a local 
tomily in Antigua and receive private mttn^ 
ing in Spaii^ for 35 hours a week. A two- 
week stay, including room, board, laundry 
service and private tutor costs only about $ 
200. programs range from one to 1 0 weeks. 

ChurAes and diurdi ruins are on almost 
every street corner in Antigua, but one of the 
more interesting is the chapel of die third 
order. At the ride of the ^pel is a tomb, 
plastered with pictures and notes of thanks to 
the man who is buried there. 

"Thank you. Brother Peter, for saving my 
child," reads one. 

Crutches are stacked several feet deep on 
the top of tbe tomb whidi has become a 
shrine. Almost any hour of the day the Bl and 
the grateful can be seen burning candles and 
praying at tire tomb. 

Brother Pedro dc Betancourt started a 
hospital and children's sdiool in tbe area and 
his San Fiaoosco churdt became a ^rine. 


10 kiUed 
in Miami 
race riot 


MIAMI, May 18 (R) — At least lOpei^Ie 
were JtiDed ai^ scores injured in ail-mght 
riots and arson diat began after tbe acquittal 
of fwr w4nte eac-polioemen cbaiged widi 
beating a Uac^ maato death. Police said tiie 
violence, primarily in btock buaneto and 
resident areas, appeared to be tapering off 
at sunrise. 

Hve hundred narinnal guard troc^ were 
called out to hdp local police. Witiiin the dty 
limits alone, pdice said three people were 
shot dead and three dozen were being treated 
for bullet wounds. More than 100 people 
were treated for otiier injuries and ne^y one 
dozen of them were fisted in critical cond^ 
tion. The seven other deaths were reported in 
suburban hospitals. 

A qiokesman for the county Aeiiff said 
one victim had been his ears and 

tongue cutoff One of the dead had been shot 
as be attempted to shoot a security guard. 

Police said they bad arrested 86 people by 
(lawn mainly on Htarg es of looting and 
disturbing the peace. 

Police ssud tbe vidence began after the 
ann ounceme nt Saturday in Tai^pa that an 
all-white jury bad acquitted four white 
Kfiami-area Aeiiff s deputies who bad stood 
trial for the death last December of Arthur 
McDuffie, a black insurance executive. 

The four had been disiiiissed from duty 
when tile charges were filed against them. 
After the veidim were announced more than 
2^ci00 blacks converged on a Miami justice 
b«ntrfmg^ smariiing windows and glass doors. 

Most of tile violence ai^teared to be aimed 
at businesses owned by blacks and at gov- 
ernment bufldiags, pc^oe said. Several -retail 
business^ were destroyed by fire, and police 
reported nine major fires still burning out of 
control early Sunday morriiog. 

The county sheriff said police had been 
fired on as toey escorted firemen to fi^t 
delibezatdy-set blazes. 

Hres were set at one sdiool and a post 
office. Cars were overturned and set ablaze. 


British agents 
seize 10 tons 


of marijuana 


LONDON, May 18 (AP) *— Customs 
agents sdzed more than 1 0 tons of marijuana 
Saturday in a string of raids stretdung frx>m 
Scotland to London in Britain's biggest single 
drug seizure, authorities reported.
